Of course, referring to Mrs. White who 
ia the American Counael, on the Government payroll at Tel Avev, Israel 
and knows more Arabs than Naasar does. How many Arabs does Dewey or 
Staaaen know. Unquote. 

My dear Mr. Pile-driver. I want to give the personal of another 
Union official I know and every word is true. 

In the state of New Jersey, a medium or small size had no Union. 

They were paying their help 75$ and 85$ an hour base pay, highest pay or 
top being $1.35 per hour. 

The Union in attempting to organize gained a foothole first by 
getting permission to send in trained efficiency experts to check type 
of work done in the factory, in comparison with the pay. This iuvestiga 
tlon resulted some workera who thought they were skilled found out it 
wss unskilled, that anyone coming out of High School could learn the 
same trade in there. Remember this is the Union talking, not the 
Company. But it all ended happily. Each got put in their place never 
to gorget it, but they alao got a fifty cents raise per hour. 

Which brings me up to another so-called "Skilled Labor AFL Union and 
I cadprove everything that is in this letter about this Union. First 
off, v they will not permit any new members and long before the depression 
it attempted to crash the union only to be told it was a Father and 
Son affair no outsiders permitted. 

Due entirely to the building after World War 2 they had to open 
up and take outsiders and most of the outsiders are not even qualified 
to be on the Inside as skilled labor. They are positively NOT. BUT 
they have more of their kind and outvote any other group of members 
which they do. They closed the union after they got in. The 

aalary rate pays more per year than some Vice Presidents of banks makes 
per year. 

The American Federation of Labor has got to,another thing I can tell 
Two union members of this particular union stole ten thousand dollars 
in broad daylight from the job they were working on. They were caught 
but the union saved them from going to jail. 

Before World War 3 I was in another AFL Union where publicly on 
a platform an official of the union stated the officials had stolen 
flftj thousand dollars. After the election was over a rank and file 
member in a meeting asked "what they weee going to do about 

the missing fifty thousand. There is no answer. "We made deal. They 
hsd spent the money, we won the election and agreed to forget theft. 

Here is another AFL Union. I attended a Labor Caucms of Organizers 
of AFL. How I got in there, I do not know. I wasn't even in the union. 
So they said it was fine beer, so I went to Caucas Room. One the oldest 
active organizers in of four different states telle me over a 

glass of beer, "Boy, did I ram that contract down their State. I made 
men call on tne phone every time they needed labor. The regular pay 



at that tiae for skilled labor 335.00. On telepho' t calls 
it was $25.00 per day or no work. The workaan kep. $20.00. 
The organizer got the other $5.00 from each aan. 

Will write later again today on a piledriving a job.
